\ C Allo, of theſe .rvii.fyſhes, there was a male, and a female, that was 
mo:e howge and monfrous then the other xv. Foz the leaſt of theſe .it. 
fiſhes, were .xrvii. foote longe : and as bigge in the middle eche of them, 
as. iii. Buttes of Palmezie, andofamarueplous great frength, as it is 
well known to dpuers in Jpſwich#other places, beſide thoſe men aboue 
named. Fo: they tycd one of theſe fpſſhes. to a boat, to bꝛynge hit to Ipſ⸗ 
wich wharfc, and being ſo tied to th: boat, ſwam awape wpth the boat & 
all the men that weare in it, to ward the ſea a maruaplous ſwpft pace, fo: 
all that thep could do: this was when the tpde came in, fo: they had made 
p:ouiſion befoze, whe the water was loo, to tie great roapes about thep2 
taples and finnes with ſmall boates, and by ſuch meanes as thep could. 
(And as I ſapd befo2e) the tyde commyng in # the fpſhe haninge water, 
ſwam away with the boat ſs faſt coward the ſca, that it ther had not byn 
reſcue of other boates and ſuch vefſcls as thep had thear, that boat ang 


all thep in it, had ben loſt and vtterlie caff awap. But as God wold baue 


it, by the helpe of thother boates 02 befſels, tleng the kiche alſo. Bzonght 
bim by foꝛce ta a contienfent place, and tied him faſt co atree with frong 
Cable roapes, and ſo vſpng thepm one bp one, fsunde meanes to bzpnge 
the im to Jpſwych wharfe. Wher they were lapd with great labour and 
trouble, beſyde bꝛeaking of they: wpndlace@agreat Cable roape, wpch 
halpng them vp, thep weare ofſuche martaplone greatnes,ſfrength and 
wapght. Som of them laye vpon the wharfe . li. dayes and a nyght be foze 
they weare dead, and pet they trooke them wpth Ares & other weapons 
to kyll them. Zhe ryucr wherin they weare taken was coloured red, w 
the blood that ifſued from thep2 wountes, whyle thep weare a takpng, p

etes, Upon the pꝛ heds were holes, as big that a man might put in both his 
fifes at once, out ofthe which they did ſponre a great quantitie of water 
wbhple they were a takinge, that they had almofte d:zound . ii. boates men 
and all, with ſpoutpnge of water: fo: the water wold afende bppwarde 
from the fiſſhes, as hie as any bonſe, and ſo fall doun @ weet all them that 
were within thep2 reache moſte cruellie. Alſo thep were white beneath 


Ide epes a hand bioad, thepꝛ eies blacke, and no bigger then the epes of a 


Calfe. Thepꝛ backes as blacke as pnke, ſo ſmoth &b2pght p one mpght 
bane ſcene his face on it, as in a dim Glaſte. They bellies es whpre as 
mylke. And vpon their backes thep had eche of them one great blacke Fin 
growing, and ſum ot them were a peard and a halfe lang, berie thpcke, a 
ſtrong, and. ii. great blacke ones bnderneath the foze part ot his bellpe. 
Alſo the male, one of the. i. biggeſt had a perde, that when it was out, was 
moꝛe then. iii. quarters of a pearde long, and as byg toward his bodype as 
a mans arme ſleeue # all, by the elboe. His taple was . iii. yeardes long, 
and. ii. perdes bꝛoad berpe thycke Eblacke, & wonderfull ſtronge: fo2.x. 
tall men food bppon his taple, e he lieng his taple vp, ouer thꝛue theym 
all. Alſo when he had lifted bp his taple it was of ſuch mon ſtx ous waight- 
frrength, and bygnes, that when it fell che berye grund wold rynge, and 
ſhake therwith. Thps fyſhe was cut out in pecces, andgenen alway to 
diners in the towne that did eate of it, and was verpe good mcace, epther 
roſted o: bakt, (ſo much of it as was kept ſmcete) and the meate of them 
bakt caſfed lpke red Deere, And as they cut it out it was waped by pee⸗ 
ces, ſo that the verpe boddpe of this one tiſhe, wayed. LAJ. bondzed the 
bare carckas, beſpde manp lytle peecis that was geuen awap bi1watſed to 
crauers that ſtood by, @beſpoes a Carte loade ofgarbyge that came oute 
of his bellpe, ſo that all to gether was a bone tb:ceſco2e hondzed and od. 

Ifthe men of Jpſwypch had knowne ſo muche betpme lohpie thep were 
ſwcece, as they bane ſence,thep might haue made ti. C. marcke mo:e of 
them then is now made. But now they bee barreld vpp to make Ople of, 
and will not bee ſoldtoz a great peece of monnep. |
